Notice No. 24-ETC (IPN)|84, dated the 15th Septem¬ 
ber, 1984 regarding Scheme of exports under OGL-3 
Of ceilain fabrics and|or made-up items made from 
cotton, wool and man-made fibre s to USA, European 
Economic Community Member States, Canada, 
Austria and Sweden from 1-1-1985 to 31-12-1985. 

Consequent upon coficlusion of a Bilateral Textile 
Agreement between India and Norway, the scheme is 
extended to exports of bed-linen to Norway with effect 
frem 1-7-1985 subject to the following modifications : 
SYSTEM AND QUANTUM OF ALLOTMENT 
AND DIVISIONS OF ALLOTMENT YEAR 

(i) There will be two systems of allocations of 
quantity for exports viz. FCFS Contract Re-, 
servation System and FCFS Ready Goods 
System and the allocation will be in the ratio 
of 2:1 between Contract Reservation System 
and Ready Goods System. 

fii) There will be only one period of allotment 
from 1st July, 1985 to 31st December, 
1985. 


CLEARANCE BY CUSTOMS 

1. Products under restraint.—Shipments 
allowed by Customs authorities at the ports c^^pnp- 
ment after certifying the certification of export en¬ 
titlement of the original and duplicate of shipping 
bills for individual consignments issued by the Cot¬ 
ton Textile Export Promotion Council or any other 
appropriate agency designated for this purpose. 

B. Handloom Products.—In so for as exports of 
handloom bed-linen are concerned, shipments will be 
permitted by the Customs on the basis of ‘Inspection 
Endorsement 1 by the Textiles Committee in Part-2 of 
the combination form. 

C. Made-ups falling under India Items.—In respect 
of ‘India Items’ which are traditional folklore handi¬ 
craft textile pfoducts of India, shipmens will be per¬ 
mitted by the Customs for exports to Norway on the 
basis of appropriate certificate issued by the Office of 
the Development Commissioner (Handicrafts^ 

EXPORT CERTIFICATE 

Exports of bed-linen of Powerloom and Mill-made 
under Cat. 7 shall be accompanied by an Export Cer- 
tificate|Certificate of Origin which will be issued by 
the Colton Textiles Export Promotion Council 
(TEXPROCIL) ? Bombay or any other body duly 
authorised in this behalf, as per specimen given in the 
bilateral agreement. 

HANDLOOM EXEMPT CERTIFICATE 

In respect of handloom bed-hnen an Exempt Certi¬ 
ficate will bo issued by the Textiles Committee as per 
specimen prescribed in the bilateral agreement. 

Other conditions as stipulated in Public Notice No. 
24jETC(PN) 184, dated 15th September, 1984 wher¬ 
ever relevant, will also apply to export of bed-linen 
to Norway.
